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Rider’s death a 
‘freak accident’ 


AN experienced rider 
died in a “freak accident” 
in Newmarket, an inqu¬ 
est heard. 

Chris Watson, 61, from 
Sapcote in Leicestershire, 
was found on Side Hill 
Gallops in Newmarket on 
November 17 last year after 
falling off Kadouchski, a 
horse he had ridden 10 or 
12 times before for trainer 
lohn Berry, the inquest in 
Bury St Edmunds heard last 
Friday.

Mr Watson, who held an 
amateur jockey’s licence, rode 
out with four others that 
morning but drew level with 
Adam Harris, another of the 
riders, and said he had lost one 
of his stirrups. 

Mr Watson’s gelding quick¬ 
ened its pace to a gallop, the 
other riders lost sight of him and 
he was found lying on the 
ground against a tree. 

The inquest heard the loss of 
the stirrup is likely to have 
caused the horse to bolt and it 
was probable Mr Watson fell 
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after the animal turned sharply 
on its normal route but at speed. 

Susan Donnelly, a quality 
assurance manager at the British 
Racing School in Newmarket 
who gave evidence, said: “Once 
you have lost one stirrup, unless 
the horse stops of its own 
accord, it’s inevitable you are 
going to fall off.” 

The disconnected stirrup was 
found centimetres from where 
Mr Watson fell. 

The jury heard that either the 
buckle in the leather strap could 
have become unfastened during 
the ride or not been done up 
properly by Mr Watson, or the 
leather strap fixing the stirrup to 
the saddle could have worked its 
way off its metal bar. 

Paramedics arrived within 
minutes and resuscitation was 
attempted but Mr Watson was 
pronounced dead at the scene at 
11.16am. A post-mortem 
examination found he had died 
of multiple injuries. 

The inquest heard he was a 
good rider who had always 
looked after his tack, which was 
all found to be in good working 
order. 

Steven Gill, inspector for the 
Health and Safety Executive, 
giving evidence said: “There is 
no evidence we found that Chris 
was doing anything wrong in 
terms of riding the horse. He was 
an experienced rider doing what 
he was trained to do.” 

In Mr Harris’s statement read 
by the coronor, Dr Peter Dean, 
he said: “In my view, I think it 
was a freak accident.” 

The jury recorded a verdict of 
accidental death.

Coach is jailed 
lor sex assault 

Sports instructor touched 15-year-old girl 


A SPORTS coach who 
sexually touched a 15-year- 
old girl has been jailed. 

Brion Davis, 36, of Sycamore 
Drive, Beck Row, had failed to 
heed two warnings to end his 
relationship with the girl, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard last Friday. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, 
said Davis had progressed over a 
two-month period from being the 
girl’s friend to kissing her and 
engaging in sexual touching. 

The girl cannot be identified for 
legal reasons. 

Mr Crimp said that the girl’s 
mother became concerned about 
how the relationship between 
Davis and her daughter was 
developing and warned him to 
stay away. 

The girl also asked Davis to stop 
having contact with her but he 
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persisted and the incidents 
continued. 

Davis pleaded guilty to five 
offences of sexual activity with a 
child between October 24 and 
December 29 last year. 

Stephen Dyble, mitigating, said 
the case had cost Davis his career 
and he was also estranged from 
his wife, who was returning to the 
USA at the end of the year. 

Davis’s visa is dependent on his 
wife being on military service in 
Britain, so he will be unable to 
remain in the UK after his release 
from prison. 

Mr Dyble said the sexual 
touching had taken place over a 
four-week period and Davis had 
now expressed genuine remorse 


for what he had done. 

He told the court: “It was a very 
brief relationship with someone 
who the defendant clearly had 
genuine affection for.” 

Davis had been described by 
the principal of the school where 
he worked as a highly-respected 
member of staff. 

Judge John Devaux jailed Davis 
for eight months and told him the 
offending had been aggravated by 
a failure to listen to warnings to 
stay away from the girl. 

Judge Devaux said reports 
indicated the girl had been 
experiencing personal problems 
at the time of the offences which 
had left her vulnerable. 

Davis, who has no previous 
convictions, was ordered to sign 
on to the Sexual Offences Register 
for 10 years.

Ancient coin declared treasure trove 
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Centuries old: the medieval penny that was dug up near 
Mildenhall by Steve Foster dates from the 9th century. 


AN early medieval 
penny found near Mil¬ 
denhall has been dec¬ 
lared treasure at an 
inquest. 

Steve Foster dug up 
the ornate silver coin 
after finding it with a 
metal detector with the 
landowner’s permission 
at a site in Worlington 
on September 23, the 
inquest in Bury St 
Edmunds heard on 
Tuesday. 

The coin of King 
Eadmund of East Anglia, 
who ruled between 855 
and 870AD, measures 
just under 2cm in 
diameter and is one of 


several coins discovered 
at the site in recent 
years. 


Speaking at the 
inquest, Dr Andrew 
Brown, finds recording 


officer at Suffolk County 
Council’s archaeological 
service, said: “This is the 
sixth coin of this type 
that has been found in 
the same area. 

“There were three in 
2004, one in 2008 and 
one in 2010. This is a 
continuation of the 
same group.” 

He said it was not a 
“hugely common” type 
of coin but added that 
examples did emerge 
from time to time. 

Following the inquest, 
Dr Brown said he did 
not know what the coin 
was worth in terms of 
financial value. 


Woman needed surgery to 
repair broken cheekbone 


A MILDENHALL man 
who kicked down a 
toilet door before 
assaulting his girlfriend 
has been jailed. 

Dale Knappett, 28, of Mill 
Park Gardens, was jailed for 
18 months for assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm following an incident 
at a Beck Row motel during 
which he broke his 
girlfriend’s cheekbone and 
caused her facial bruising. 

Ipswich Crown Court court 
heard the woman had been 
in a relationship with 
Knappett since September 
last year but had become 
concerned he was getting 
aggressive and violent. 

Michael Crimp, prose¬ 
cuting, said the couple had 
gone to the Bird in Hand 
Motel on May 16 where they 
drank and argued. 

He said the woman then 
went to the ladies’ toilet to 
get away from Knappett but 
he followed her in. 

Mr Crimp said Knappett 
had kicked a cubicle door off 
its hinges before assaulting 
his girlfriend who was sitting 
inside. 

She had to undergo 
surgery to repair a fracture to 
her cheekbone, but has now 
made a full recovery. 

Mr Crimp said Knappett 
had a number of previous 
convictions, including one in 
February last year for 
harassment. 
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Malcolm Plummer, miti¬ 
gating, said Knappett 
believed his girlfriend’s 
broken cheekbone had been 
caused by the door when he 
kicked it and not by him 
striking her. 

But, Mr Plummer said: “He 
does accept that it was a 
nasty injury caused by his 
actions.” 

Knappett, who had 
pleaded guilty, said the 
woman had refused to speak 
to him after they had argued 
and he kicked open the door. 

Judge John Holt described 
the circumstances of the 
assault as “degrading”. 

He said the assault on the 
woman who was considered 
vulnerable at the time had 
followed a sustained pursuit 
from the bar of the motel 
and into the ladies’ toilets. 

Judge Holt said a report 
prepared by the Probation 
Service indicated Knappett 
had an established pattern of 
violence and the attack on 
his girlfriend could not be 
considered in isolation. 

In addition to jailing 
Knappett, Judge Holt granted 
a restraining order 
prohibiting him from 
contacting the woman or 
going within 200m of her 
home for the next three 
years.

Big switch-on is a turn-off for some 


CHRISTMAS lights were turned on 
around Newmarket on Monday - 
causing computers at a company to 
turn off. 

Newmarket’s lights have been 
strung up around the town and almost 
all were illuminated together for the 
first time this festive season on 
Monday. 

But a bulb blew when the lights 
were switched on outside Stacey and 
Partners, an accountancy firm in High 
Street, at about 4.30pm, which 


temporarily tripped the switch and cut 
off the power to their computers. 

But Sandra Maiden, secretary at 
the firm, said terminals were back on 
within minutes. “It was not much of a 
problem really,” she added. 

Councillors discussed upgrading 
the lights, which are a decade old, to 
LED versions at a meeting on Monday 
evening. LED lights would be less 
likely to interrupt other power 
supplies. 

Newmarket mayor Cllr Keith Bovill 


said: “The switching-on of the 
Christmas lights heralds the start of 
the festive season and the build-up to 
Christmas. 

“There are new lights in Sun Lane 
and, following the positive response 
that we received last year, trees have 
once again been placed in the 
planters along the High Street. I’d like 
to thank Elveden Estates for their 
ongoing support and their generosity 
in providing the large Christmas tree 
at the Clock Tower.” 
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REINDEER will lead Newmarket’s 
Christmas lantern parade next month. 

Two of the animals will be at the front of the 
procession which will strike out from Newmarket 
Memorial Hall and wind its way towards the Clock 
Tower for the switch on of the Christmas tree lights 
on the evening of Tuesday, December 6. 

Many of the participants in the parade will be 
holding lanterns created during two workshops 
which will be staged at the town’s memorial hall 
later this month. 

Following the parade, the animals will be taken to 
pens in the Guineas, where there will also be a barn 
owl and a sleigh, and they will stay there until the 
shopping centre closes. 

The cost of hiring the reindeer will be £550, 
which will be split equally between Newmarket 
Town Council, Forest Heath District Council and 
the Guineas shopping centre. 

Kay Dawson, events manager at the town 
council, said they had considered hiring an ice rink 
for the occasion but had decided against it. 

She said: "We thought about the ice rink, but it’s 
so expensive for what you get. 

“I think this will involve more joining in, walking 
along up the street. I think the kids will love it - it’s 
just something different. 

“When we had the reptiles here the kids loved the 
interaction with the animals.” 

The parade route has yet to be finalised, but it is 
expected to encompass Sun Lane.

The 82-year-old said: “I thought ‘that 
looks great’; I have taken pictures of all the 
horses here in Newmarket and I thought 
this is something that could be a bit more 
permanent.” 

He sent the pictures in to Newmarket 
Town Council and Cllr Joy Uney, who 
spearheaded the previous project, 
suggested the idea of the horse heads to 
the council’s leisure services committee 
on Monday. 

Speaking after the meeting, Cllr Uney 
said: “I think it’s fun and it would be a 
good follow-up to the painted horses and it 


would bring a lot of interest.” 

She said she thought it could be made 
into another community event after the 
success of the Horse About Newmarket 
project. 

Cut-outs which could be made from 
MDF and painted by local artists could be 
displayed on lampposts in High Street, the 
Guineas shopping centre as well as in side 
roads around the town. 

Newmarket trainers could be invited to 
sponsor one of the heads which could be 
painted in their racing colours while 
businesses could have their logos 
emblazoned on the cut-outs, and schools 
could get in on the action by inscribing 
their shields on the shapes. 

Maps could be handed out to show 
people what the colours represent, similar 
to the walking trail maps available in the 
summer. 

Councillors felt it would be better to 
start such a project, if it is approved, in 
two years’ time because the Olympic torch 
coming to Newmarket and the Queen’s 
Jubilee, which are both taking place next 
year. 


Asda joins queue

Family’s appeal for Clyve to come home 



A FAMILY are pleading for the 
safe return of a man who has 
not been seen for three 
months. 

Clyve Wood, described as a 
“gentle giant”, turned 22 on 
Tuesday and has not been seen 
since he was dropped at 
Trumpington park and ride in 
Cambridge on August 16 by his 
sister. 

The family do not know if he 
got onto a bus he planned to get 
heading for Heathrow and then 
on to Dorset. 

The father-of-one, to Khia, 4, 
had recently broken up with his 
girlfriend and mother to his 
child and was on anti¬ 
depressants. 


His sister Fae, 26, has set up a 
Facebook page in an attempt to 
find him and says the whole 
family are desperate to know he 
is safe. 

She said: “He wasn’t coping 
very well with the break-up and 
said he wanted to go to Dorset to 
meet a friend he had met on the 
internet. 

“We don’t have any of her 
information but we thought he 
needed the space so my sister, 
Elayne, took him to the bus stop. 

“He said he would be in touch 
but we haven’t heard a word. 

“He hasn’t done anything like 
this before and we have never 
spent Christmas apart. We just 
want to know he is all right.” 


Clyve, who lives in Queensway 
in Soham, is the youngest of 
seven. 

The family contacted the 
police and missing persons but 
were told there was nothing they 
could do as Clyve was 22 and has 
made his own decision to leave. 

Police confirmed that he was 
reported missing in August and 
enquiries were made. 

Fae added: “We don’t want 
him to come home if that is 
going to make him unhappy, but 
we just want to know he is ok.”

Tributes paid to 
fallen comrades 


HUNDREDS of people from 
Newmarket and the surrounding 
area attended services to honour 
servicemen and women killed in 
conflicts since 1914. 

Around 150 people observed a two- 
minute silence at the town’s War 
Memorial on Armistice Day and around 
twice that number visited the spot on 
Remembrance Sunday to lay wreaths, 
stand silently for two minutes and pay 
their respects to the fallen. 

Those who attended the memorial on 
Sunday marched down the High Street 
for a moving service of Remembrance at 
Tattersalls, which included the reading of 
the names of the fallen by students from 
Scaltback Middle School. 

Bill Sadler, chairman of the Newmarket 
branch of the Royal British Legion, said 
the atmosphere had been fitting for the 
occasion and the Scaltback students had 
performed their duty well.

Newmarket College laid a giant 
wooden poppy bearing messages from its 
students and a poem written by one of its 
pupils. 

Newmarket mayor Keith Bovill said: “It 
was very uplifting to see the large 
numbers from our community who 
turned out to pay their respects at the 
war memorial and along the High Street.” 

The Royal Air Forces Association’s 
Newmarket branch held a service at the 
town’s cemetery on Sunday before 
holding a further service at the Rowley 
Mile racecourse. 

Bill Brown, chairman of the 
Newmarket branch of the Royal Air Force 
Association, said about 40 people had 
attended the services altogether, adding 
that it was important to always 
remember the sacrifice of those 
who had laid down their lives 
for our freedom. 

A large wooden poppy made 
at Newmarket College was 
covered in small poppy 
wreaths bearing messages 
from its year nine pupils. At 
its centre was a poem written 
by Kira Brophy, one of the 
students. Ten students laid the 


poppy at the war memorial last Friday. 

Christopher Genge, an English and 
citizenship teacher at the college, said: 
“The main reason we attended the 
ceremony, other than showing respect for 
the fallen, was for our school to be 
represented in an event held, not just in 
Britain, but all over the world. 

“It was an opportunity for our students 
to demonstrate outstanding behaviour at 
such an important event, but it also 
allowed them to take part in an 
important ceremony in the community.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, of Suffolk County 
Council, who attended the ceremony in 
Red Lodge, said there had been a good 
turnout, with at least 50 or 60 people 
taking part in the march from the village’s 
Millennium Centre to Red Lodge 
Community Church, where a service was 
held, and back again, 
lanine Scothern, who led the church 
service with the Rev Cheryl Collins, 
said Red Lodge had only held a 
Remembrance service and 
parade for the last three years 
and the church had been filled 
with more than 100 people. 

She said: “I think it was quite 
reflective - the prayers were led 
by some of the young children 
from the Beavers and the Cubs 
and the Scouts and a Sea Cadet 
said a prayer.”

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Police alerted as group spotted on recycling centre CC7V 


A GROUP of people got into 
Newmarket Open Door’s recycling 
centre on bonfire night. 

The small group scaled a gate to 
get into the charity-run centre in 
Depot Road on Saturday, 
November 5, at around 6pm. 

A CCTV system operating at the 
premises alerted the police to the 
intruders and told the group of two 
or three they were being caught on 
camera and the authorities were on 
their way. 

John Durrant, the centre’s 


general manager, said: “We are 
hopeful that people will get the 
message they are being monitored 
and the police do attend and if they 
continue they will be caught.” 

It is not known whether the 
intruders had intended to steal 
anything from the site and they are 
believed to have left empty handed. 

Mr Durrant added it was 
fortunate there had been no 
injuries, adding some of the 
perimeter is lined with spikes. 

He said: “Luckily nothing was 


taken and no-one was injured 
because obviously it’s quite a 
dangerous thing to do, climbing 
over fences.” 

Two break-ins had already taken 
place at the centre. The first saw 
thieves steal car batteries from the 
site on Friday, October 7, just days 
before its official opening on 
Monday, October 10. 

Several padlocks were broken 
during the second break-in, which 
took place during the evening of 
the official launch or the following 


morning. CCTV at the premises has 
since been improved. 

Newmarket Open Door reopened 
the recycling centre at the end of 
August to prevent Suffolk County 
Council budget cuts forcing it to 
close. 

Taking waste to the centre costs 
saloon car drivers £3, estate car 
drivers £6 and van owners must 
may £12. Loads made up of 
recyclables only can get in for free. 

The centre is open between 
10am and 4pm seven days a week. 


2,500 have a 
say on budget 

ALMOST 2,500 people across Suffolk 
have had their say on how the county 
council should save £50m in two years. 

A total of 2,492 people filled out a 
survey telling the council which of its 
services they felt should bear the brunt 
of the cuts and which they believed 
should not be considered for savings. 

The services people prized the most 
were safeguarding children, the fire 
service, services for looked after children 
and older people as well as support for 
families and children. 

The services respondents felt the 
council should think about reducing the 
most were bus subsidies, street lighting, 
arts and heritage, rights of way and 
archaeology. 

The council published the first details 
of its money-saving proposals on 
Tuesday, which include £15m of 
efficiency savings as well as proposals to 
help vulnerable people earlier. 

Other proposals on the table for 
consultation include saving £2m by 
reducing the amount of senior 
management and £6.5m by reducing 
back-office costs. 

The council’s government funding has 
been cut by 28 per cent and this, along 
with inflation and greater demand for 
services, is forcing Suffolk County 
Council to make the savings from its 
£lbn budget over two years. 

The first phase of the council’s budget 
consultation finished in October while 
the second stage kicked off at the start of 
November and it will run until Monday, 
December 12. The final budget will be 
decided in February.

Tell us if you see sex 
for sale, urge police

SEXUAL services are being 
advertised at more than 20 
premises across the New¬ 
market area. 

The services are being offered out 
of more than 480 places across 
Suffolk, with Newmarket’s total of 23 
accounting for almost five per cent 
of the county-wide figure, while 
people are operating out of 10 
premises in Haverhill. 

The overall figure was revealed in 
2010/2011 annual report of Suffolk’s 
sexual exploitation and prostitution 
strategy, which was established 
following the murder of five women 
who had been working as 
prostitutes in Ipswich in 2006.

The premises are advertised on 
one website and the numbers 
change on a daily basis and include 
many people operating individ¬ 
ually, selling services legally. Some 
offer services for free. 

The strategy was aimed initially at 
tackling street prostitution and 
since 2009, it has broadened the 
scope of its activities to combat off- 
street prostitution, sexual 
exploitation and related issues. 

Police officers and Suffolk’s Make 
a Change team of police officers and 
social workers which was founded 


as a result of the strategy visited 41 
off-street premises across the 
county, saw 78 individuals and 
carried out 20 arrests during the 
period of the report. 

They have visited 19 Chinese 
brothels in the county since 2008, 
including three in Newmarket, as 
well as 11 Polish brothels. A total of 
£200,000 has been recovered 
through the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

The strategy’s aims include 
helping those who want to get out 
of prostitution and sexual 
exploitation, stopping the sexual 
exploitation of children and 
identifying coercive adults and the 
people who are being exploited. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk Police 


said: “We need people to be vigilant 
and report to police any premises 
where persons are believed to be 
selling sex. 

“This could be a house or a flat, or 
a commercial property. 

“We want to help those who are 
currently trapped in this industry, 
and bring to justice those who are 
exploiting them. 

“Along with partner agencies, we 
can support women who are trying 
to get out of that lifestyle, and many 
have already turned their lives 
around. 

“Anyone with any information 
about prostitution should call 
Suffolk Police on 101, or dial 999 if a 
crime is in progress.” 


Penelope is 
High Sheriff 

CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S next High Sheriff 
will come from Swaffham Prior for the 
fourth time in 400 years. 

Penelope Walkinshaw, 52, said an 
inhabitant of the village had occupied the 
post, which dates from Saxon times, once 
a century since the 1700s. 

She will take up the unpaid position for 
a year in the spring, which will see her 
attend royal visits in Cambridgeshire, 
support the royal family, emergency 
services, judiciary, faith groups and the 
voluntary sector, among other duties. 

The nomination ceremony involving 
51 High Sheriffs as well as their deputies 
took place at the Royal Courts of Justice 
in London on Saturday. 

Mrs Walkinshaw, who founded Chelsea 
Enamels, a business making hand- 
painted enamel boxes and other items, 
said she was swinging between “terror 
and excitement”. 

She said: “I am so honoured and 
delighted to be asked to take on this 
ancient role and to be the next High 
Sheriff of Cambridgeshire for 2012-2013, 
especially in the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee Year.”

Then consider heading to 
one of the continent’s best 
Christmas markets: 

PRAGUE, CZECH REPUBLIC 
Cynics may scoff at the idea of 
a place being “magical”, but 
that’s probably because they 
haven’t paid a visit to Prague. 

With its Gothic cathedrals, 
cobblestone streets and 
colourful townhouses, this 
fairytale capital of the Czech 
Republic provides the 
postcard-perfect setting for a 
Christmas market.

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Shaista learning 
the shadow of 


Shaista is one of thousands of people in the UK battling lupus - a vicious 
disease in which sufferers are attacked, without warning, by their own 
immune system. Here she talks to Alice Ryan.

S HAISTATayabali 
appears to have 
it all. Petite, 
pretty and fiercely 
bright-she has a 
first class degree 
already under her 
belt, and has just 
begun an MA - she 
seems to lead a 
charmed life. 

In fact, behind the 
smiling public face, 
nothing could be further 
from the truth. Although it 
wasn’t diagnosed until her 
late teens, Shaista has 
battled a vicious and ever- 
changing autoimmune 
disease - lupus - since she 
was a little girl. 

Constantly in and out of 
hospital, she has fought 
high fevers and unbear¬ 
able pain, almost lost her 
eyesight and twice come 
close to death. 

She has taken 
innumerable tablets and 
suffered all manner of 
side-effects, from 
vomiting to 
hallucinations. 

In short, she’s been to 
hell and back. 

“Angry? Are you 
kidding? Yes, I’ve been 
angry. At times I’ve been 
angry like I could put my 


fist through a window... 
but I’m not so angry any 
more. 

“Lupus is Latin for wolf. 
From the moment you’re 
diagnosed, there’s this 
kind of metaphor you 
have to take on: it’s as 
though you’re living with a 
dark, shadowy creature 
that can attack you any 
time, with no warning at 
all. 

“What I’ve realised, over 
the years, is that you have 
to find a way to 
distinguish yourself from 
all of tifiat - to remember 
who you truly are.” 

Affecting more than 
30,000 people in the UK 
alone, lupus is thought to 
be more common than 
leukaemia, multiple 
sclerosis and muscular 
dystrophy worldwide - yet 
most people don’t even 
know it exists. 

Far more common in 
women - 90 per cent of 
those affected are female 
- it is an autoimmune 
condition. Described in 
simple terms as a ‘self¬ 
allergy’, lupus causes the 
immune system to 
produce antibodies 
which, rather than 
protecting the body from 
bacteria and viruses, 
attack the body’s own 
tissues. 


Lupus can affect any 
part of the body, any time. 
As a result, the symptoms 
are characteristically 
wide-ranging: pain, 
fatigue, raging fevers, eye 
problems, kidney 
problems... the list is 
seemingly endless. 

Currently there is no 
single test to confirm a 
patient has lupus - and 
there is also no cure. 

“The reason I’m doing 
this interview is to raise 
awareness,” explains 
Shaista. “It’s an invisible 
illness: looking at me from 
the outside, you can’t see 
that anything’s wrong. 

“And no-one’s really 
heard of it. I’ve had people 
say 'At least you don’t 
have Aids or cancer’ and 
that’s true, I don’t. But, 
because they haven’t 
heard of lupus, they don’t 
seem to take it seriously. 

“When people say 
things like ’fust have fun!’ 
or ‘Can’t you just shrug it 
off and be normal?’... 
that ignorance is hard to 
cope with. I don’t want 
people’s pity, but I do 
want their respect.” 

Shaista now knows she 
has had lupus all her life; 
her mother suffered from 
various unexplained 
allergies during her 
pregnancy, considered an 


early sign of the disease. 

“The first time I ever 
really had symptoms was 
when I was about 9; they 
are usually triggered 
around the onset of 
puberty. My family lived in 
Bombay then. I started to 
get these mouth ulcers: 

10,12,15 at a time - great 
painful pits inside my 
mouth and throat.” 

Doctors diagnosed a 
vitamin D deficiency, so 
Shaista was prescribed a 
course of vitamin 
injections. 

All seemed well until, 
around the age of 11, she 
was struck down by what 
she now recognises as a 
classic lupus ’flare-up’: 
swollen glands, sky-high 
temperature. Thanks to 
antibiotics, the symptoms 
abated and, again, 

Shaista’s health returned 
to an even keel. 

When Shaista was 15, 
her family decided to 
relocate to Cambridge. 
“There were riots in 
Bombay at that time; 
there was a lot of political 
unrest,” she explains. “I 
was just at the point 
where you have your own 
friends, you’re finding 
your own identity... and 
then we moved. It was 
pretty devastating, to be 
honest. 
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to live in 
the wolf 


“I remember coming 
here and it being so cold 
and dark! Every year, 
around this time, I get deja 
vu.” 

Going on to study first at 
Sawston and then Hill’s 
Road, Shaista excelled 
academically and soon 
made friends. But, on 
returning from a holiday to 
India at 17, she was again 
felled by a bout of illness - 
including another 
uncontrollable fever. 

Taken into 

Addenbrooke’s, blood tests 
showed something was 
seriously awry. Eventually, 
Shaista was given a 
diagnosis: lupus. “I’d never 
heard of it. Even my dad, 
who was a consultant in 
India, had never heard of it. 
I was told to carry on as 
normal-go off to 
university, as planned - and 
just take these medications. 
Of course, when I got home 
I Googled it. One of the first 
things I read is there’s no 
cure, which was pretty 
horrible.” 

Taking up a place at York, 
reading English Literature, 
Shaista was given a tablet 
usually used for anti- 
malarial purposes. Being 
hyper-sensitive to drugs - 
another symptom of the 
lupus - she experienced 
terrifying side-effects, 
including hallucinations. 

“I tried to get to class 
once, but I spent the rest of 
the time in bed. I was so 
ill... it’s a very, very painful 
disease. It’s a down-to-the- 
bone kind of pain. And the 
fatigue is not something 
you can really describe. I 
was having these 
hallucinations, seeing 
horrible things.” 

Returning to Cambridge, 
and in Addenbrooke’s once 
more, Shaista’s condition 
deteriorated still further. 
“The doctors told my 
parents to prepare 
themselves. They said ’We 
can do no more’... I could 
have died. My body 
stopped responding to 
anything. 

“The fevers go on and on 
and eventually, because 
you’re so dehydrated, 
everything just starts to 
shut down.” 

Gradually - she was in 
hospital for almost two 
months - Shaista rallied. 
But it was then doctors 
noticed serious problems 
with her eyes: glaucoma. 

“I almost went blind,” 
she continues. “Over the 
years I’ve had so, so many 
eye operations. The last one 
included a scleral graft, 
using donor tissue, which is 
really quite rare. That was 
painful and scary - but 
nothing like as frightening 


as the thought of going 
blind. 

“After the operation I 
developed an ulcer on my 
cornea. Out of everything, 
that was the absolute 
worst. I just wanted to die. I 
begged and begged and 
begged: I said ‘I’d be great 
as an angel. Please let me 
out of this body’. But that 
didn’t happen. And, 
somehow, I did get better.” 

Despite her ill health, 
Shaista was determined to 
do a degree. Her ambition 
was to study at Cambridge 
University but, because of 
her illness, she had to give 
up her place at Newnham. 
Instead, she opted for a 
part-time course at Anglia 
Ruskin, spread over four 
years. 

“I spent most of my time 
in bed with a high fever,” 
says Shaista. “By then I was 
on a chemo drug -1 was on 
it for nine years. Lupus 
patients are treated with a 
lot of drugs originally 
designed for another 
disease; there aren’t many 
specialised medications. 

“It made me really sick. 
Sometimes I just couldn’t 
keep food down, so I got 
really thin. I had vasculitis 
in my fingers and I’d been 
diagnosed with 
fibromyalgia too. But I was 
determined to get a first, 
that something good would 
come out of it. And, after 
four years of work, I did 
graduate with a first.” 

Shaista, who has just 
embarked on a creative 
writing MA, says keeping 
journals and penning 
poetry has helped her cope. 
“I have hundreds of 
journals. It helps me to 
know that what I’m writing 
down is real. It’s the only 
way for me to stay sane!” 

Latterly, Shaista has also 
been writing a blog - 
www. lupusinflight. com - 
which now has followers 
across the globe. And she 
also plans to publish a 
memoir in the future. 

During her university 
years, Shaista lost a 
relationship to her illness 
too: “It didn’t stand a 
chance; he couldn’t deal 
with the illness. I don’t even 
pursue relationships now. It 
would take something 
extraordinary - someone 
extraordinary.” 

Shaista spent the year 
after her graduation 
tutoring GCSE and A-level 
candidates. But then, yet 
again, her health nose¬ 
dived, and she ended up in 
hospital for three months. 
Again it reached the stage 
where the doctors could do 
no more. 

“By then I was 30 and I 
thought ‘Either I’m going to 


stay to really stay, or I’m 
going’.” 

Requesting 

immunoglobulin treatment 

- essentially a dose of good 
antibodies, which she’d had 
once before in her teens - 
Shaista turned a corner. 
Once well enough to go 
home, she began lobbying 
for monoclonal antibody 
treatment: periodic 
infusions used to stimulate 
the immune system. 

“I wrote the Primary Care 
Trust a very emotional 
letter. This treatment is 
expensive, but it’s life¬ 
changing. I’ve been having 
it for the last two years and 
I haven’t got vasculitis, I 
haven’t had any high fevers, 
I’ve been able to start my 
MA. If you added up the 
cost of my various hospital 
stays and all the other 
treatment I was having 
before, I think it’s well 
worth it. 

“I went to Addenbrooke’s 
for an infusion this week 
and I was walking around 
with a big, stupid grin on 
my face: this treatment has 
totally changed my life.” 

Shaista says her battle 
with lupus has put an 
enormous strain not only 
on her, but her whole 
family - especially her 
mother. “To see your child 
getting ill time after time - 
and not being able to do 
anything - has been pretty 
horrendous.” 

Taking up meditation, 
Shaista says she’s learned to 
live in the moment instead 
of worrying what the future 
holds. “I’m in my 30s and 
my friends are getting 
married and having babies; 
I don’t know how I’d cope 
with all that - I’m still very 
fragile. 

“But I am getting on with 
my life and enjoying it. For 
me, writing is a big part of 
that. You have to find a way 
to laugh, a way to be happy 

- a way to remember 
yourself.” 

• Lupus UK is the only 
national registered charity 
supporting people both living 
with the illness and 
approaching diagnosis. 

The charity has more than 
5,500 members nationwide. 

It operates regional groups 
across the country - 
including a Cambridge 
branch-which organise 
medical talks and 
fundraisers, publish 
newsletters, and set up 
social and support events. 

Lupus UK also publishes a 
national newsletter and 
provides grants for both 
research and welfare 
purposes.

Hypnotherapy helps

W ITH the 

Weekly News 
deadline 
looming, it was the 
perfect time to have a 
go at some stress- 
busting relaxation 
techniques. 

Photographer Richard 
Patterson and I were 
ushered into Kismet 
Therapy Rooms in 
Newmarket, past the 
famous feet-nibbling fish, 
and into a warm litfie room 
smelling of incense or 
candles. 

Sherry Wakeman, a

The idea of visualising this 
place, focusing on my 
feelings of calm and being 
told I would spend the rest 
of my day feeling more 
energised and positive, was 
that I would feel great and 
be able to revisit the place 
and those feelings whenever 
stress threatened. 

The 10-minute session 
flashed by and Richard said I 
was noticeably more relaxed 
afterwards - and 
furthermore, the effect had 
rubbed off on him. 

Sherry said cognitive 
hypnotherapy can help 
people with phobias, weight 
problems and addictions, 
for example, and when we 
spoke to arrange the session, 


she was dashing off to help a 
mum-to-be in labour. 

Following National Stress

She said just being more 
positive, recognising you are 
responsible for your own 
thoughts and actions and 
not letting others affect you 
will help make your day a 
more relaxing one.

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Streets to 
get cold 
calls ban 


NO-cold-calling zones 
are set to be launched in 
two more streets in 
Newmarket. 

Melrose Gardens and Stirling 
Gardens are set to turn into 
areas which discourage 
uninvited callers such as door- 
to-door sellers. 

The areas will be identified by 
stickers displayed in windows 
and signs on show in the zones. 

The establishment of the no- 
cold-calling zones (NCCZs) will 
be announced at a street 
meeting for residents of the two 
roads from 10am until noon 
tomorrow 

Cllr Bill Sadler, of Suffolk 
County Council and New¬ 
market Town Council, said the 
zone was being set up because 
people had asked for it. 

He said: “We hope it will 
work; at least we are trying.” 

He said he lives in a NCCZ 
within Newmarket himself and 
it is working “quite well”. 

Representatives of New¬ 
market Town Council, Suffolk 
County Council, Forest Heath 
District Council and the police 
will be present to answer 
questions. 

Cllr Sadler said: “We have got 
representatives of everybody 
who spends people’s council 
tax, so they can have a go at

anybody.” 

More than 20 NCCZs have 
already been set up in Suffolk by 
residents, neighbourhood 
watch, Trading Standards and 
the police, including several 
roads in Newmarket, such as 
Warrington Street, Windsor 
Road, Fairhaven Way and 
Halifax Way. 

NCCZs are meant to cut or 
prevent crime or the fear of 
crime. Suffolk County Council 
has said a survey which took 
place in 2010 revealed more 
than 50 per cent of residents 
living in NCCZs said they and 
their neighbours felt safer 
following the launch of the 
zones. 

For a NCCZ to be set up, 
doorstep crime must have been 
identified as a problem in the 
place and the zone area must 
correlate to the area where the 
unsolicited calls are taking place 
and there should be a number 
people in the area who are at 
risk of being exploited. 

Anyone who thinks their area 
would be a good candidate for a 
NCCZ can get in touch with 
Suffolk Trading Standards by 
emailing trading.standards 
@suffolk.gov.uk.

I T’S not uncommon for older actors 
to have pet projects. But few take the 
phrase as literally as Nigel Havers 
with his new play Basket Case - starring 
Havers as Guy, a divorcee reunited with 
his ex-wife Miranda over the deathbed of 
the family dog. 

Touring nationwide before a West End run, 
this quick-witted but ultimately moving comedy 
has sprung from the pen of Nick Fisher, who 
also wrote Havers’ popular BBC2 series 
Manchild, about four 50-something men 
juggling marriage, children and life after 
divorce. 

It’s no coincidence that the two tread similar 
territory, says Havers. “ Basket Case actually 
started out as a Manchild storyline, but I liked 
the story so much, I asked Nick if he would 
write it for the stage,” he reveals. The play 
marks Fisher’s first foray into theatre. “But I do 
like a challenge,” he says, “and it’s always a bit 
of a gift to write for Nigel.” 

And who wouldn’t say the same? Handsome, 
charming and posh in a way that doesn’t really 
exist any more, Havers can be filed firmly in the 
category of the ‘housewives’ favourite’. 

However, the one housewife less than impressed 
by his charms is Basket Case's Miranda, played 
by his Manchild co-star Christine Kavanagh. 

Making plans for an exciting new life of her 
own, the last thing Miranda needs is her smooth 
but unreliable ex turning up on the doorstep to 
ruffle her Cath Kidston apron. 

Not to mention his philandering friend James 


Handsome, charming and 
posh, stage and screen 
veteran Nigel Havers has long 
been a housewives' favourite. 
We caught up with him as he 
brought his latest play. Basket 
Case, to Cambridge 

(Birds of a Feather's David Cardy) and Martin, 
a rather wet vet with a long-standing crush on 
her (Graham Seed from The Archers). It goes 
without saying that, over the course of the play, 
Guy and Miranda discover that neither party has 
‘moved on’ quite as they’d imagined. 

“Nick was my first choice to write a new play 
because he writes such wonderful dialogue for 
actors,” says Havers, fresh from rehearsing the 
finely-tuned four-way comedy that Fisher’s 
script provides. “It’s fast, funny, furious and cuts 
into characters like a filleting knife. He’s created 
such a great (and awful) character for me - for 
all the cast, in fact. It’s a play full of laughs 
mixed with touching bittersweet moments.” 

Which isn’t a bad description of Havers’ life 
either. Bom into a family of high-profile 
lawyers - his father Michael was chief 
prosecutor in the Yorkshire Ripper trial and later 
Ford Chancellor in Margaret Thatcher’s 
government - Havers side-stepped the family 
business at an early age, eschewing an Eton 
education for stage school. Before he turned 30, 
Havers had already landed major jobs on both 
the small and big screens, including the title role 
in the 1977 BBC adaptation of Nicholas 





Nickelby and the character of Ford Andrew 
Findsay in 198l’s Cambridge-set blockbuster 
Chariots of Fire. However, it was mid-80s TV 
series The Charmer that became synonymous 
with his reputation for playing a ladies’ man. 

With recent memorable roles as a male escort 
in Coronation Street and as the aristocratic Ford 
Hepworth in the second series of period mega¬ 
hit Downton Abbey, is Havers worried about 
being typecast as a bounder, albeit a very 
charming one? “I’m really very charmless,” he 
once told Parkinson. “When I first started, you 
had to be a toff. But I don’t think it really 
matters the way you talk. I’m just a normal 
bloke. I really enjoy doing what I do. And in 10 
years time, I’m just looking forward to playing a 
40 year old!”

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RAC Future Car Challenge shows off vehicle design 


TOYOTA’S Prius Plug-in Hybrid has 
wasted no time in demonstrating 
its fuel-frugal character, carrying 
off a class win in the 2011 RAC 
Future Car Challenge on November 
5. 



Winner: The Gordon Murray T.27. 


It was the first outing for the 
production-ready car on British 
roads ahead of its market launch 
next year and it marked its debut 
with a 94.2mpg average fuel 
consumption over the 60-mile 
challenge route from Brighton to 
London. 

Toyota says the Prius Plug-in 
Hybrid delivers the “best of both 
worlds” in terms of fuel efficiency 
and low emissions, and “an 
uncompromised driving range 
thanks to a powertrain that 
features a high-capacity, 
rechargeable lithium-ion battery 
and an ultra-efficient 1.8-litre petrol 
engine with intelligent valve timing 
- WT-i”. The advanced battery 
technology allows the car to be 


driven for around 14 miles on its 
electric power alone - with no 
tailpipe emissions and zero fuel 
consumption. Once Prius Plug-in 
Hybrid has reached the limits of its 
electric range, it switches 
seamlessly to its full hybrid 
system, bringing the petrol engine 
into play. This means the driver can 
avoid the range anxiety associated 
with all-electric vehicles. 

Recharging the battery is quick 
and simple, taking about 1.5 hours 
for a full charge. Toyota anticipates 
C02 emissions below 50g/km and 
combined cycle fuel economy of 
134.5mpg for the production 
version. 

The RAC Future Car Challenge 
also gave Toyota the opportunity to 


once again show its FCHV-adv 
hydrogen fuel cell vehicle on the 
road. Producing no other 
emissions than water from its 
power system, it demonstrated 
technology of the near-future: 
Toyota is due to bring its fuel cell 
hybrid technology to the market in 
2015. 

The technology of today was 
also showcased by the British-built 
Auris Hybrid, driven by Don Wales, 
the world land speed record holder 
for a steam powered vehicle, and 
his son Joe. 

Other winners included 
Volkswagen - a pre-production 
Golf Blue-e-Motion electric vehicle 
won its class in the RAC Future Car 
Challenge for the second time in 


two years. 

Powered by lithium-ion batteries, 
the Golf Blue-e-Motion has an 
electric motor with a peak power 
output of 112bhp and a range of 
around 100 miles in normal 
conditions. It can reach atop 
speed of 86mph and accelerate 
from rest to 62mph in 11.8 
seconds. 

The car features battery 
regeneration that can activate 
when the accelerator is released 
and during the initial travel of the 
brake pedal. This reduces the 
amount of energy that would 
otherwise be wasted during 
driving. Despite its unconventional 
motive power the Golf Blue-e- 
Motion appears like any other Golf

with space for five adults and a 
slightly reduced boot volume of 
279 litres. 

Winner of the Challenge was the 
all-electric T.27 built by Gordon 
Murray Design.

Youngs hangs up his boots 


TOM Youngs has been forced to call 
time on an action-packed career at the 
age of 32 due to a hip injury. 

The Mildenhall player-assistant 
manager, who has been sidelined since 
September 20, has been told by 
specialists to give up the sport. 

Youngs made his name during a 
six-year spell at Cambridge United 
after coming through the youth ranks at 
the Abbey, before completing a decade 
in League football with stints at 
Northampton, Leyton Orient and Bury. 

His move into non-League football 
included a period at Cambridge City, 
before moving to Recreation Way and 
eventually becoming manager 
Christian Appleford’s right-hand man. 

“Obviously it’s a huge disappointment 
to me,” said Youngs. “I hoped I had a 
few years left in me. 

“It was still a bit surprising that there 
was nothing they could do. I knew I 
wasn’t necessarily in the greatest 
shape, but you always hope there’s 
something they can do. 

“Your health comes first, and family, 
so it’s the way it has to be. I wouldn’t 
swap the career I’ve had for anything. 

“People are lucky to have any time as 
a professional footballer, and I got 10 
years. I’ll always be happy and proud 
of that when I look back on it.” 


Youngs’ final appearance for 
Mildenhall came when he was forced 
off after just 10 minutes in a 9-0 home 
victory over Wisbech in the Ridgeons 
League, Premier Division. 

The disappointment of being told to 
stop doing strenuous exercise goes 
beyond football, with his dreams of 
playing more cricket when he retired 
now dashed. But he is attempting to put 
that behind him and concentrate on 
helping Appleford get Mildenhall 
climbing the league table. 

“I’ve told Christian I want to stay on 
as his assistant as I’ve really enjoyed 
it,” said Youngs. “I think we’ve been 
quite successful together. 

“It can be frustrating at times as you 
can be watching thinking you could 
influence the game. Not necessarily on 
the ball, but off it as we’ve got some 
young players.” 

Youngs was able to live out another of 
his dreams three months before what 
turned out to be his final run-out, 
representing his employer Greene King 
on the hallowed Wembley turf at a 
corporate day. 

And it is reminiscing about his time 
with the U’s which brings back plenty 
of happy memories for Youngs, in 
particular a 2-0 second-leg victory over 
Bristol City at Ashton Gate in the last 


four of the LDV Vans Trophy in 2002, a 
difficult year, which ended in relegation 
back to the old Division Three. 

■ Mildenhall gave one of their best 
performances of the season to come 
away from Felixstowe with a deserved 
4-2 victory in the Ridgeons Premier 
Division on Saturday. 

And they did so despite falling behind 
in the eighth minute to a 30-yard 
wonder goal that came against the run 
of play.

ED Dunlop’s Snow Fairy produced 
an amazing turn of foot to claim 
victory in the Queen Elizabeth II 
Commemorative Cup for the 
second year in succession on 
Saturday. 

Ryan Moore’s mount looked to 
have plenty to do turning into the 
straight as she was at least 10 
lengths behind the runaway leader 
Shimmei Fuji with a dozen horses 
still in front of her. 

In front of a huge crowd at Kyoto 
in Japan, last year’s winner began to 
stay on strongly but it looked as if a 
place was going to be the best she 
could hope for with a furlong to run. 

However, running on the fast 
ground she so loves, the four-year- 
old quickened up in fantastic style 
to burst through and beat Aventura 
by a neck with Apapane third. 

Snow Fairy was drawn widest 
of all in stall 18, which made 
her performance even more 
meritorious. 

However, William Haggas’ Oaks 
winner Dancing Rain could never 
get in a blow. 

Dunlop’s filly had been without a 
win this season but had run some 
fine races in defeat including in the 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe and the 
Irish Champion Stakes. 

The result will be more than 
compensation for the Newmarket 
handler, who was beaten by a nostril 
in the Melbourne Cup when Red 
Cadeaux lost out narrowly to 
Dunaden. 

Moore is now unbeaten in five 
races on board the durable Snow 
Fairy, who has won well over 
£3million in prize money. 

“She’s a very talented filly and she 
tries very hard, I’m very lucky to be 
involved with her,” said Moore. 

“Snow Fairy always quickens very 
well. The pace was stronger than I 
thought it would be and we were 
further back than I hoped to be 
positioned. 


“She has a lot of class and a good 
turn of foot and she picked up very 
well in the straight.” 

Snow Fairy was bitten by an insect 
five days ago and there had been a 
slight doubt about her participation. 

“Five days ago she was three out 
of five lame on her right hind where 
the infection was very bad,” said 
Dunlop. “The Japanese vets were 
fantastic. She had antibiotics, pain 
relief, and huge credit must go to 
my staff who have looked after her. 

“I was very downbeat after the 
problem that she would be able to 
win, and Saturday was one of the 
proudest moments we will ever 
have with her. 

“No one had won this race from 
abroad and now she’s won it twice.” 

■ Frankie Dettori teamed up with 
Overdose to win the Premio CEF 
Aloisi at Capannelle in Italy on 
Sunday. 

Dettori was aboard the ‘Budapest 
Bullet’ for the first time, with his 
partner displaying a typically sharp 
turn of foot to defeat Dagda Mor by 
half a length. 

■ Frankel was named Cartier Horse 
Of The Year at a glittering awards 
ceremony of invited guests in 
London on Tuesday night. 


The three-year-old colt, owned 
and bred by Khalid Abdullah and 
trained by Sir Henry Cecil, also took 
the honours in the Cartier Three- 
Year-Old Colt category. 

Frankel swept all before him in 
2011, taking his unblemished record 
to nine. His 2011 season included 
stunning victories in the Qipco 2000 
Guineas, St James’s Palace Stakes, 
Qipco Sussex Stakes and the Queen 
Elizabeth II Stakes at Ascot on the 
inaugural British Champions Day in 
October. 

Frankel is now likely to tackle 10 
furlongs for the first time in the 
Coral Eclipse Stakes at Sandown 
next July. 

In the Cartier Horse Of The Year 
category, Frankel beat Champion 
Stakes winner Cirrus Des Aigles, 
Coral-Eclipse and Irish Champion 
Stakes scorer So You Think, Prix 
de l’Arc de Triomphe heroine 
Danedream and last year’s horse of 
the year Goldikova. 

His rivals in the Cartier Three- 
Year-Old Colt category were the star 
sprinter Dream Ahead, King George 
VI & Queen Elizabeth Stakes victor 
Nathaniel, Investec Derby hero Pour 
Moi and Irish Derby scorer Treasure 
Beach. 


The David Simcock-trained 
Dream Ahead, winner of the Darley 
July Cup, Betfred Sprint Cup and 
Prix de la Foret, lifted the Cartier 
Sprinter Award. 

Barry Hills, who enjoyed an 
outstanding training career and 
handed over his licence to son 
Charlie in August, has been voted 
this year’s Cartier/Daily Telegraph 
Award of Merit winner. 

Hills, 74, sent out more than 3,200 
career winners in an illustrious 
career that began in 1969. 

■ Cecil paid tribute to Midday after 
he confirmed the brilliant mare has 
run her last race. 

The daughter of Oasis Dream ran 
23 times in her career, winning nine 
races, of which six were Group Ones. 

She won £2,239,007 in win and 
place prize-money, and played a 
huge part in catapulting Cecil back 
towards the top of the sport. 

Midday landed the Nassau 
Stakes at Goodwood three 
years in succession, and was 
also Cecil’s first winner at the 
Breeders’ Cup when winning 
the Filly & Mare Turf under 
Tom Queally in 2009. 

“Midday has been such a 
consistent mare, and with six 


Group Ones to her credit she has 
proved herself to be a real 
champion,” said the Warren Place 
handler. 

Stablemate Twice Over, who 
defeated Midday by three-quarters 
of a length in this season’s 
Juddmonte International Stakes at 
York, is poised to race on in 2012. 

Cecil added: “I believe that Twice 
Over remains in training. 

“This is wonderful for me as he is 
part of the furniture and over the 
last few years he has become a great 
friend to all of us at Warren Place.” 

■ Workforce, brilliant winner of last 
year’s Investec Derby and Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe has been retired 
to stud. 

The four-year-old colt, owned by 
Khalid Abdullah and bred by his 
Juddmonte Farms operation, will 
stand at Teruya Yoshida’s Shadai 
Farm in Japan. 
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
